FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The Sevate Naval Committee bas unanimously 
reported in favor of allowing the pay of rear ad- 
mirals to the commanders who have acted as rear 
admirals in command of squadrons since 1884, 

Tbe session of the House Military Committee on 
Tuesday last was devoted to the consideration of 
a number of S-nate bills, resulting in the adoption 
of favorable reports on S. 621 for the transfer of 
the records of the Americau revolution now pre- 
served in the State, Treasury and Interior Depart 
mente to the Record and Pension Division of the 
War Departmen!; 8. 1722to provide for the examin- 
ation and promotion of enlisted men to the grade 
of second lieutenant, and S. 2470to amend articles 
of War 17, 84, 86,104 and 110. The latter bill was 
amended by striking out that feature in the pro- 
posed article of War, 86, which contemplated the 
punishment of civiliau witnesses before Courts- 
martial for contemot of Court. Senate 74 for the 
sale of St. Francis Barracks, Fla., and for the pur- 
chase of a new site and the construction of build- 
ings thereon was sdversely reported. The Artillery- 
lofantry reorganization bill was also under discus 
sion, but not finally acted upon. lt was manifested 
from the remarks made by some of the members 
that the bill will undergo a radical change before it 
comes out of the committee.

GENERAL COURTS-MARTIAL CASES. 


In _ the case of Sergt. Martin Wallace, Co. D, 7th Inf., re- 
cently tried at Ft. Logan for striking a private, etc., and 
sentenced to be reduced to the ranks, the reviewing author- 
ity, Gen. Brooke, says : “It appears that the accused asked 
to have certain civilian witnesses subpcenaed and afterwards 
withdrew his request for the reasou that these witnesses 
had informed him that if brought before the court they 
would refuse to testify. It also appears of record that these 
witnesses were important and material. They should have 
been brought before the court by compulsory process if 
necessary, and their refusai to testify should have been 
made in the presence of the court. It is evident tbhut the 
accused has been deprived of the evidence of material wit- 
nesses, and that there has not been a full investigation of 
this case. The proceedings are disapproved, and Sergt. Wal- 
lace will be returned to duty.” 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Ft. Keogh, the 
reviewing authority, General Merritt, says: ** Courts-mar- 
tial are required by paragraph 1037, Army Regulations, to 
keep complete and accurate records of their proceedings, 
This duty cannot be discharged properly if the court wholly 
fails to examine its record after the same has D made up 
from the judge-advocate’s rough notes. This neglect on the 
part of courts is a fruitful source of errors, and frequently 
necessitates the return of the proceedings for correction. 
Hence arises delay in the administration of justice; and in 
cases where, for any reason, the court cannot m- 
bled the whole proceedings may be rendered void.” 

In the case of Corpl. Napoleon B. Graves, Co. F, 16th Inf., 
recently tried at Fort Douglas for disobedience of orders 
and other offences, was sentenced to be reduced and fined 

. The reviewing authority, Gen. Brooke, says: “ The 
court in its finding to the Ist charge substituted the 62d for 
the 2lst Article of War. The reason for this substitution is 
stated as follows: ‘Itis in evidence that the order of the 
officer of the guard was communicated to the corporals col- 
lectively, pot affecting one more than the other. In the 
opinion of the court this took. the case out of the 2ist and 
placed the offence under the 62d Article of War.’ The evi- 
dence shows that atter guard mounting the corporals were 
brought before the sergeant of the guard, who communi- 
cated to them the order of the officer of the guard, not as a 
part of their general instructions, but as a special order ap- 
plicabie only to the particular tour of guard duty upon 
which they had entered. Although given to all the cor- 
porals of the guard at the same time it was, nevertheless, 
an express and personal order to each of them, and a wilful 
violation ot such an order, in otber a duly communi- 
cated, is, in the opinion of the reviewing authority, an 
offence under the 2ist Article of War.” Napoleon has gone 
back to the ranks as a private, but there is no information 
as to what his great ancestor thinks of the business,

THE MARINE CORPS, 


Tue Secretary of the Navy having approved the 
report of the Board appointed to revise the uni- 
form for the officers and men of the Marine Corps, 
a general order will be issued by the commandant 
of the corps in a few days announcing the changes 
as far as they relate to the officer’s uniform. The 
changes relating to the men will be put into effect 
through instructions to the officers in charge of the 
supply depots. Col. Heywood purposes putting the 
new regulations into effect on July 1. All the prin- 
cipal changes were announced in the JOURNAL at 
the time. 

Officers of the Marine Corps interested in the bill 
introduced early in the session for the reorganiza- 
tion of the personnel of the corps have decided not 
to urge action upon it until next sessionin view of 
the prevailing sentiment of the lower House against 
measures involving an increase in appropriations. 
The bill involves an increase of only $8,000, but the 
present temper of the House is such that even this 
amount would operate to defeat the measure if 
brought up at this time. While this measure is rest- 
ing in committee. the younger officers of the corps 
are exerting themselves to some action on the bill 
making examination a condition of promotion. As 
this bill does not cost anything, there is little doubt 
of its passage if it can ouce be brought up for con- 
sideration. It 1s understood that it will be favorably 
reported by both Naval Committees at an early 


date.

Mr. Abud is now completing the model so that it 
will represent exactly and completely the famous 
old war ship which now lies in Portsmouth barbur 

THE old British line-of-battle ship Bellerophon, 
historic as the vessel on board of which the Emw- 
peror Napoleon surrendered to Capt. Maitland 
after the defeat at Waterloo, has been bought by a 
firm of shipbuilders to be broken up for junk. Of 
late years the famous vessel, long since serviceabie 
only as a hulk, has been moored in the harbor of 
Portsmouth, England, Her name does not appesr 
on the British Naval List, the Bellerophon which 
has for some time been the flagship of tae Queen's 
North American Squadron, and which was seen in 
Newport Harbor a iew years ago, being a modern 
namesake of the battered craft. 

THE Navy Department has found purchasers for 
the famous old sloop of war Wyoming, the wrecked 
steamer Galena, the iron steamer Intrepid and tug 
Cohasset—tour of the five vessels recentiy adver- 
used for sale.

N., contributes 
an exhaustive paperon the Driges-Schroeder sys- 
tem of rapid fire guns. Geo. Quick, fleet engineer, 
British navy, has some “Remarks on the Organiza- 
tion of Naval Engineering Forces.” “The Signal 
Question up to Date” is discussed by Ensign A. P. 
Niblack, U.S. N. Asst. Naval Constructor Wm. J. 
Baxter, U. 8. N., writes of “The Statics of 
Launching.” ‘Notes on the Literatureof Explo- 
sions” are contributed by Prof. Chas. EF. Munroe. Lt. 
Driggs, in his paper, describes in detail the roechan- 
ism of the Driggs-Schroeder gun, and gives ballisti- 
cal data of proof tests of the 3-pounder and 6- 
pounder guns not generally known to ordnance 
men. Heavoids as much as possible comparison 
with rival rapid fire systems, though he calls 
attention tothe fact that “four Driggs-Schroeder 
guns bave been subjected to official teste, all of 
which have been satis/actory, ana in no instance has 
the breech mechanism stuck.”"" As the breech block 
ie “50 per cent. lighter than some other systems, and 
lighter than any known,” it gives “greater Jength of 
gun for the same weight; greater velocity and 
therefore greater muzzle euergy; greater rapidity 
of fire over other systems of from 5 tol0shbuts per 
minute.” Thisalso makes it applicable to heavy 
guns,

RicHARD W. MEADE becomes a Commodore this 
week after a service of nearly forty-two yearsin the 
Navy. Yet, as commodores go, he is still a young 
man, and if he lives five years longer he will be at 
the head of the list of Admirals of the Navy. So 
far as promotion goes, it will not matter to him 
whether any one else lives or not. There will bean 
epidemic of retirement among the ranking officers 
of the Navy in 1894. In that year the present law 
retires in the order named Admirals Belknap, Ben- 
ham, Irwin, Weaver (who becomes an Admiral Jan. 
22, 1884), Harmony and Gherardi, and Commo- 
dores Fyffe and Erben. This will give Meade his 
promotion Jan. 18, 1895, when Skerrett retires, asan 
Admiral. In 1896 Stanton retires as an Admiral, 
and in 1897 Geo. Brown, Walker and Ramsay. This 
will place Meade at the head of the list of Admirals 
April 5, 1897, five years from now. With the usual 
chances for other casualties beside retirement, his 
promotion may come sooner. At all events, he 
will, if he lives, have over four years toserve on the 
Admirals’ list, as he does not retire until Oct. 9, 
1899. Commodore Meade has full title to whatever 
promotion comes to him by character, capacity, 
distinguished service, professional experience and 
the inheritance of the best traditions of military 
and naval service. The promotion of Commodores 
Erben and Meade is a distinet addition to the vital- 
ity and vigor of the grade of Commodore. We re- 
gret that the circumstances which prevented OCom- 
modore Erben from obtaining the advancement he 
should have had at anearlier date make his pro- 
motion to therank of Admiral depend upon un- 
certain easualties. 








THE well-organized movement made by the line 
officers of the Navy against the Revenue Marine 
transfer bill is having its effect. Instead of unani- 
mous reports from the two Naval Committees, at 
one time confidently expected by the advocates of 
the measure, there will be dissenting reports from 
both committees. Senator Hale will, it is under- 
stood, head the opposition in the Senate Commit- 
tee, and three of his colleagues will join him in 
signing the minority report. As the House Naval 
Committee still has the matter under ,discussion, it 
is not definitely known what proportion of the 
committte will join the minority, but two dissenting 
votes are already assured and the opposition are 
confident of increasing the number. They do not 
anticipate, however, that they can prevent a ma- 
jority of the committee from passing the bill, but 
having succeeded in delaying action by the commit- 
tee they are confident now that they can defeat the 
bill by preventing its consideration by the House. 
Commodore Folger appeared before the House Com- 
mittee on Tuesday last and devoted over an hour to 
giving his views in opposition to the bill. Commo- 
dore Ramsay will be heard on Tuesday next. Heis 
aiso opposed to the bill. We were recently in- 
formed that the line officers had decided not to op- 
pose the bill, as their ideas of discipline required 
that they should not authorize the views of their su- 
perior officer, the Secretary of the Navy. It would 
seem that appearance before a Committee of Oon- 
gress is not regarded as coming within the restric- 
tions placed upon their action by the requirements 
of discipline. 








We are unable to discover any sufficient reason 
for naming the vessel just launched at Bath, Me., 
The Castine. There are no associations with the 
name that give it significance, and we have lost 
an opportunity for perpetuating some of the tradi- 
tions of the Naval service. Why should we choose 
for a vessel the name of an obscure town in Maine, 
which suggests notbing in our history but the early 
border contests between English and French, in 
which Baron St. Castine bore a part? Is it not well 
to choose, so far as we can, such names that in- 
quiry as to their meaning may reveal a story that 
quickens the pulse with the memory of heroic 
achievement or distinguished service to the coun- 
try, signifies the greatness of the Republic as a union 
of sovereign States, or in some way recalls the his- 
tory of our national development? Why then 
Castine? 





ScRANTON,'PA., is going on apace with the pre- 
perations for the reunion there June 15 and 16 of 
the Society of the Army of the Potomac.

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THE YOKOHAMA TRAGEDY. 


We have received afull report, occupying 104 
closely-printed pages, of the trial of Lieut. J. H. 
Hetherington, U.S. Navy, for shooting Mr. Gower 
Robinson, Feb. 13, 1892. The principal facts are 
already known to our readers, bat details, not be- 
fore received, throw some side lights upon the 
transaction which make the actual situation clearer 
to those unacquainted with the conditions of society 
iu a foreign settlement like that of Yokohama. The 
evidence shows that the shooting was not premedi- 
tated. The purpose of Lieut. Hetherington was 
simply to borsewhip the destroyer of his domestic 
peace, and the fatal shot was one of three fired 
simp!y for the purpose of bringing bim to as he 
drove by in his trap. The unintended result was, 
however, etrictly in accordance with the equities of 
the case, for surely if any man deserved such a 
punishment for such an offence it was Gower Rob- 
inson. He not only sought to betray a too-confiding 
woman into a false position, but he sought to save 
his cwn reputation by destroying hers. He deceived 
not only the husband but the wife,and his own 
most intimate friends. Men are very charitable, 
much too charitable, in judging one another for 
their departure from the strict law of sexual pur- 
ity, but thére is no code of honor anywhere recog- 
nized which condones such offences as his, and all 
will agree with the declaration of Consul-General 
Tillotson that, “‘{n view of the facts as set forth in 
the evidence presented to the Court, I cannot con- 
ceive how any man under the same circumstances 
could have maintained his self-control on meeting 
the cause of his sorrows that day. Therefore, I 
think he should not be convicted of murder or any 
other crime.” 

More than this, the testimony would seem to 
show that the moral atmosphere of Yokohama 
would be further purified if some of Robinson’s 
friends should suffer his fate. They testified with- 
out shame to the fact that they lent themselves to 
bis base purposes, and sought to the end to shelter 
him by casting discredit upon the American name. 
For this they certainly can expect no sympathy 
upon this\side of the Atlantic. In one of the letters 
to Robinson, quoted in the testimony, Mrs. Hether 
ington said: 

*“ Last night some man sent his card with an in- 
sulting message on it to one of the Misses Crose who 
is with Mrs. Gilmore. They told Mr. Eppinger and 
Mr. Eppioger told Mr. Reamey and Capt. McCurley. 
Mr. — and Capt. McCurley waited in the office untii 
those men came outfrom dinner and told them if 
they ever showed their faces in the bwtel again he 
or they would shoot them. Then Mr. Reamey slap- 
ped the man in the face and put him out the doorand 
sent bie friend fiving after him. I had a note from 
Judge [Lieut. H )this morning saying all the officers 
were very indignant about the way men looked on 
American Navy women and hinted tbat in our case 
I had been treated with disrespect. We have 
brought this on ourselves,it can't be helped now, 
the only thingtodo for our own sakes and for all 
the women in the hotel ia to let it die out once and 
for all. The whole Navy out here isin arms about 
the way their women bave been treated and it will 
end in some awful trouble unless we keep quiet. I'll 
watch Judge and keep him from saying or doing 
anything more. He thinks you are going to leave 
Yokobama, and I don’t know what he will do when 
be finds you are not, but l’ll try to manage it. 
Gower, for God’s sake take back what you said, 
don’t say you hate me, I have done nothing to make 
you hate me. Judge is the only one who ought tv 
hate me, and he is doing allin his power to make 
life pleasant. If you have any of my letters burn 
them, do for the love you used to have for me and 
for my baby’s sake. Mr. Rochette is dining with 
me Saturday, because Judge told me [I must ask him 
as he liked Mr. Rochette very much. Don’t write 
me another note, but if you will take back the up- 
kind things you said and promise to burn my letters 
then tell Mr. Biancbhard to say ‘Yes.’ Gower, don’t, 
don’t, don't, make me suffer more than I have.” 

Thecharacter of the men whose conduct justly ex- 
cites the indignant feeling here referred to is shown 
by the fact that Robinson sent in reply to the request 
from Mrs. H. to burning her letters,*‘Yes,certainly,’’ 
and then proceeded toread to his friends and others 
such portions of them as put his own conduct in the 
best possible light, and that of his victim in the 
worst light. As throwing further light upon the 
character of Robineon, the following extract from 
the testimony of Comdr. John Russell Bartlett, of 
the U. 8. S. Marion, 1sinteresting. He said: 

On Dec. 29 I went to No. 30 about half past 2 
o’clock in the afternoon, I sent my card into Mr. 
Robinson, and was shown into a large parlor where 
1 was kept waiting about five minutes. Mr. Robin- 
son then came into the room in his usual cordial 
manner, and shook hands with me and upon his in- 
vitation I bad a glass of wine. * * 

I said, ‘Mr. Robinson, can you explain to me 
these attentions to and persecutions of a married 
woman?” | said, “1 bave seen a letter which you 
wrote to Mrs. Hetherington. Mr. Hstherington 
wrote to you in the early part of December—a very 

ntlemanly, bonorable letter was it not? ’—He said 
t was a very gentlemanly and honorable letter. 

Isaid, “In which he asked you please to desist from 
your attention to his wife?” I said, “ You look a 

gentleman and an honorable man. You had given 
our word of honor as a gentleman to leave Mr. 
etherington’s wife alone, and yet the ship had not 
os out of sight of the harbor before you were in 
Graaod Hotel with her.” 
said—~* Yos I was there, but she wrote mea 
Jetter asking mo te go and she was slways asking 





me to go. She set her cap at me from the day she 
came here, and has persecuted me and followed me 
and tried to get me to meet her ever sine ” 

I said, ** With regard to the letters would it not be 
easy to send a letter to ber husband to stop this, 
You are laying all the blame on this woman, but 
the woman has not been to blame—not since the time 
of Eve.” He said, “ This is not the first time this 
woman has done this thing.” I said, *‘ You are a 
damned coward. You stand up bere and call your- 
self a man, and try to lay the blame of this scandal 
on a woman” 

Pow did be take that ?—I said, “I am trying to 
make peace; I don’t want any scandal nor any 
horse-whipping, but you are a damned scoundrel 
and a villain, and if [ had been in Mr. Hetherinog- 
ton’s place | would have gone and put a bullet 
through you at sight after writing that letter.” 

Do you usually swear, captain ?—No, I do not. I 
don’t think my officers think so. When I told him 
1 would have shot him and said I believed Lieut. 
Hetherington should have shot him, he said, “Capt. 
Bartlett, 1 deserve sbooting. I deserve anything.” 
He said he expected Mr. Hetherington to shoot bim. 
I said, “Mr. Robinson, there is to be no shooting and 
no horse-whipping if you behave yourself. [f you 
don’t behave yourself I will come with Mr. Hether- 
ington and see you horsswhipped.” 

{ said, ‘You came to the hotel almost the day 
she landed; you laid deliberatesiege to this woman.”’ 
After a conversation of about an hour hesaid some- 
thing bad occurred and now he did not know that 
he could go away. 

Did you know at this time that Mr. Robinson 
bad made all his plans to follow Mrs. Hetherington? 
—I knew it afterwards. 1 said to Mr. Robinson that 
Tl bad merely come as a friend and was going to act 
the part of a friend by not bringing his name out, 
1 did not want any scandal about him; I did not 
propose that there should be any scandal about any 
officer in the service. 1 was willing, | said, to help 
them both. I had come without any message from 
Mr. Hetherington: I had nothing toask, and what he 
had to say would be on his own part. He then said 
voluntarily, “I will give you my word of honor as 
to what I will do, and you may tell Mr. Hethering- 
ton that as long as his wife is in Yokohama | will 
cease all attentions. I will treat her the same as 
any otber Jady with whom I may have casual ac- 
quaintance.”’ 

He gave me this solemn promise by everything 
that was sacred—I think he mentioned as hie most 
holy wemory that of his dead father—and he pre- 
faced it all by saying. *‘1 do this voluntarily.”" He 
said he would not give Mr. Hetherington fresh 
cause for complaint. 

We parted pleasantly. Hethanked me for the gen- 
tlemanly manner is which I had spoken to and met 
him—(a laugh.) 

I was verv angry when I spoke to Mr. Robinson, 
and when I told him he was a coward he changed 
his key. After that he rather wanted to ingra- 
tiate himself with me and came to the door snd 
shook bands with me. and thanked me and said I 
should see he would live up to his promise as a gen- 
tleman. I told alll remembered of the conversa- 
tion to Mr. Hetherington the next morning. Mr. 
Hetherington said he would let the man alone, but 
he thought people would think him a coward for 
not horsewbipping him. 

Shortly after six on New Year’s evening Lieut. 
Rogers came to see me and told me that there bad 
been some trouble. I told him that be bad done 
perfectly right. On Jan.2 I got anote from Mr. 
Robinson in the morning in consequence of which I 
went to No. 30in the afternoon. I had previouslya 
talk witb Lieut. Hetherington who said he would 
not bhorsewhip him this time, but he must not give 
any more offence. At my interview with Mr. R»b- 
inson when he came in | walked toward him with 
my hand outstretched; he put his hand bebind bis 
back end said he would not bave cordial relations. 
I said I had come there as a gentleman and expected 
to be treated as one. He had sent for me; what did 
he want? He started off to be very angry and said 
this thing had got tostop. He said he had done his 
best to screen this woman and save ber reputation 
in Yokobama. But now ber husband dragged her 
name forward by attemptiag to horsewbip him for 
something he never did. I told him Mr. Rogers had 
taken his word, and I would take bis word as agen- 
tleman that he would not do this again. : 

Did be say anything about shooting this time?— 
He did. We got on about the same tenor of conver- 
sation as at the first meeting and he repeated that 
he deserved shooting and actually grovelled before 
we in regard to his guilt or whatever it was. He 
said he had told me voluntarily what he would do, 
and he proceeded to tell me various detuils, to show 
me how he could live up to his word as a gentle- 
man, mentioning instances in which he said he had 
refrained from going to places where be might meet 
Mrs. Hetherington, Our parting was not cordial 
aod I have not spoken to Mr. Robinson since. 

On the 26th, the day that Mr. Robinson was to go 
away, Mr. Hetherington came to me. He had heard 
au imperfect report and I told him the truth. He 
said that that morning the clerk of the hotel office 
tuld him that Mrs. Hetherington had mailed a letter 
to Mr. Robinson. He was very angry aod wanted 
to know what he should do. 1 said there was 
nothing for it but to send his wife home by the next 
steamer. He said that wasa very short time. I said 
no matter though it were only 24 hours. lasked him 
if he bad any money. He said he bad not, aad | 
wrote a check and gave it tohim, He returned the 
check the next morning and said he had decided 
differently. He said it was impossible to do so and 
his wife should stay. 

He wanted to tell me more, but I said, “Mr. Heth- 
erington, don’t tell me any more. 1 have beard 
more than I ought to or want to, and 1 don’t want 
to have anything more to do with the matter. Fight 
your own baitles until it is necessary for me to go 
alovg with you. Mr. Robinson has gone, and any 
trouble with your wife is your own affair.” 

He came to my cabin on Feb. 13 about 10 4. m. to 
ask meifil knew that Robinson had returned to 
Yokohama, [said, “No, I know nothing about 
Robinson, and | do not think it at all probable that 
he has come back. I do not think his friends would 
let him come back.” 

He said he could get along and live if that man 
would only stay away from Yokohama. I did not 
see Mr. Hetheriogton after that time. 1 did not see 
Mr. Robinson after his retura to Yokohama. *_,* 





From my own observation I can say that Mr. 
Hetherington was a peaceful, guiet man, who 
sought no quarrel with any one, minded his own 
business in every way. I have not seen him in the 
mess, but know from what the other officers have 
told me that be was a most peaceable and quiet man. 
He often dined with me, and at ourdinners be was 
fond of speaking about his wife and child, and the 
attachment of his wife to bim. What [ had seen of 
the wife indicated to me that she was attached to 
her husband. 

I am acquainted with the facts as to what has 
happ ned and what is to be proved in this case, and 
my feelings towards Mrs. Hetherington are most 
kindly. Sbe bas my sympathy. 

Rs. feel she has been misunderstood ?—I am sure 
she bas. 

And by ber busband at times ’—By!ber busband. 

Sbe isa woman of great personal beauty is she 
not ?—Yes. 

Has she attempted any palliation or concealment 
of what bas happened since Feb. 13 ?—She bas not. 

It appears that Kosign Creighton Churchill, 
U.S. N., was one of the friends to whom Mr. Robin- 
son read portions of Mrs. Hetherington’s letters. In 
his testimony he said: 

I cannot say that I havecalled him one of the best 
friends l ever had, but I beeame a warm and near 
friend of his. I challenged the action of the ball 
committee in crossing out his name for the ball 
given in the Graod Hotel on Jan. 29. * 

1 know Lieut. Hetherington. He is on the same 
ship, and isa little bigherio rank than myself. I 
knew of Mr. Hetherington’s forbidding Mr. Robin- 
s0n to have apytbing to do with his wife. At that 
time I did not know of Lieut. Hetherington havin 
written him two letters. Mr. Robinson told me o 
them bimeelf. He took out some letters written by 
Mrs. Hetherington to bimself and read extracts 
from them tome. This1 think was before Obrist- 
mae. | could not tell whether what be read was ac- 
tualiy in the letters or not. He did not read to me 
out of the letters any reproaches to himself. Some 
of the letters were burned as they were . Tean- 
not remember whether they were all burned.

Did you know that when he was asked why he was 
so much your friend he said “Il suppose Mr. Church- 
illie the smallest thing you have in the Navy, but I 
ae m po on everything else and he alone 

Asa matter of fact he had no friend among the 
other officers so near to him as yourself ?—3o far as | 
know he had not. 

The proceedings in the case strike one accustomed 
to legal methods gs peculiar. The tribunal was only 
quasi-judicial, and court, counsel and witnesses re- 
laxed somewhat from “ the rigor of the game.” In- 
deed, at one stage, the Judge found it pecessary 
to say: “I think it will conduce to order if we do 
not have too many people talking at one time.” 
There was great difficulty in ascertaining the real 
facte of the case. The witnesses for the prosecution 
were not subjected to a very rigid examination, the 
powers of the court and attorney being apparently 
limited. Two witnesses (servants) were endeavoring 
to conceal essential facts, and one of the two was 
turned over to the Japanese autborities to be pun- 
ished for perjury. Mr. Robinson's friends were cer- 
tainly not swift witnesses against him, and their 
sympathies seemed to be rather with bim than with 
the outraged husband. indeed, they might well be, 
for several of them were partic’ps criminis, having 
aided him in carrying on his liaison, even to the ex 
tent of watching the movemendts of Lieut. Hether- 
ington on Robinson's behalf. As the counsel for the 
wronged officer said: 

One of the darkest hours through which the 
accused passed was when be felt that he by himself 
was making a fight for his family and for his honor, 
alone and singie-handed. He will tell you on the 


stand thet he feltthat every man'shaud was 
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him. Rumor with her thousand tongues has #0 
shriecked and made discord in our streets that the 
acoused comes here on this awful oceasion as to & 
sanctuary, as to a place of refuge, where he may 
bring himeelf and a}l that is dearest to him. He will 
welcome a grave and solemn enquiry. where the 
witnesses who speak speak under tne sanction of an 
oath tell that which they know and no more. 

It appears from the evidence that Robinson had 
made # will in which he left his property to Mrs. 
Hetherinaeton. This will was revoked by & new one 
made ia his dying hours, and an attempt was made 
to show that the friend and partner, to whom the 
property was finally left, had received personal di- 
rections to carry out the intent of the original will. 
Concerzing this will Lieut. Hetherington testified 
as follows: **{ knew that he bad made a will in 
favor of my wife. It gave me the impression that 
he was trying to use the influence of what wealth he 
possessed to draw my wife from me. His money and 
the way he used it was a source of some anxiety to 
me. I had nothing but my pay and was running 
into debt all thetime. Mrs. Hetherington seemed 
to be annoyed and displeased by the will. I never 
had reason to suppose she had asked for it.’’ 

Robinson is spoken of as a man who prided him- 
self upon bis mesmeric powers. Describing him- 
Mrs. Bartlett, the wife of Comdr. Bartlett, said in 
her evidence: “I thought Mr. Robinson the most 
agreeable man I had met for a Jong time. Were you 
ever in his company when you saw an exhibition of 
the power which he might have ?—Yes, I have heard 
him draw a picture of bis lonely fireside; and [ could 
have readily understood the power and influence he 
might have if he choose to exertit. He exhibited 
much emotion.” 

His art seems to have been the old one of ap- 
proaching a woman on her sympathetic side. In his 
testimony, Lieut. Hetherington said: 

Though outwardly appearances were the same, 
vie | were very much changed between my wifeand 
I, L[addressed formal notes and she wished to have 
that changed. I had refused to kiss her and she 
made a statement to me and insisted that I should 
do so. My heart had altogether fastened on my 
child. The same night the telegram was sent I had 
gone to bed and my wife was by my side. I observed 
ber to be in emotion and, after sometime, [ observed 
sizos of zgrief—she was sobbing as if her heart would 
break. She madeastatement to me then. It wasa 
long one and a most painful one. [t covered every- 
thing she bad had to do with Mr. Robinson. It was 
made on condition that I was not to do anything 
which would cause the matter to be public talk or 
koown generally. My wife bad seen that she had 
lost my love. This statement produced in my feel- 
ings towards my wife a complete revulsion. [ could 
forgive my wife all, and | understood all. I kissed 
ber as a seal of my forgiveness, and she turned from 
me and slept like a child the rest of the night. [ had 
every reason to suppose she felt great relief.” 

At least reven of Robinson’s friends testified 
that he took them into his confidence in this affair, 
if his constant gossipp‘ng on the subject can be thus 
dignified. To six out of the seven he read the letters 
or parts of the letters be received from Mrs. H. His 
partner, Mr. Bland, said: ‘“‘Were you under an im- 
pression in the month of June that Mrs. Hethering- 
ton was seeking Mr. Robinson and pursuing him 
with her attentions? I must confess that 1 was after 
reading the letters. I did not know that they were 

written when the officers of the Navy were threaten- 
ing Mr. Robinson with condign punishment and 
Mrs. Hetherington wished to prevent a collision.” 

One of Mrs. Hetherington’s letters appearing in 
the testimony is as follows: ‘Monday, Gower 
I don’t see how you can write to me actall trom 
Kobe, it would certainly be found out. [ kaow no 
person outside of Yokohama, and even the people 
at the Post Office might taxe enough interest in us 
to remark that you wrote to me, and | know of no 
one to whom you could send a note for me. I'll 
write to you if it is necessary that you should know 
what is happening. About my programme the peo- 
ple who said you made an appointment to meet me 
must have made it up out of nothing. I scratched 
off your remarks immediately and put the pro- 
gramme in my pocket and Sunday morning burned 
it—so there. Don’t be angry if I say you had better 
stay awéy for several weeks, if itis possible, for peo- 
ple are talking so about us, I have to suffer a great 
deal, but it looks as though you were getting the 
most of it on account of this being one of many flir- 
tations. I heard yesterday some one say that they 
were surprised you had not been running after Mrs, 
Minor’s pretty maid. [have madeup my mind to 
two things. One is that after the ball on Friday I 
go to no more dances without Judge (Lieut. H.), not 
if I have to stay in all the remainder of the winter, 
and secondly, [’ll go to the Lobanow’'s every day if 
they want me. Yesterday afternoon we three— 
Prince Lobanow, the Princess and i had a long 
drive and a long talk. She, of course, has heard 
what they say about us and simply laughs, and [ 
told her what they said about the Prince and me. 
Naturally, she was avgry and told me if | knew any 
one who said such things about us to tell her who it 
was and she would settle them. He likes me, and, 
fortunately, she does, too, and as long as they are 
kind to me | am only too glad to accept the friend- 
ship, Don’t doubt me in the sincerity of this, there

is no fiirtation—there can be no flirtation, believe 
me. 1am giad | have two people who simp!ly laugh 
when they hear the on dit of this miserable town. 
Don't be afraid Judge will go to see you; he won't 
1 can assure you. Try to have a geod time while you 
are away, and, take my advice, stay away as long as 
it is possible. B.—— —— 

“Gower, I know better than you do, what people 
are saying about us—about you—and your enemies 
are going to do everything to have you put out of 
all society. [ don’t believe Mr. R. and R. can stand 
out much longer against public opinion. They made 
the remark that if you would not be allowed at the 
dances [ ought not to beeitber. That, [ imagine, 
came from Mrs. Stone. Capt. B. told me that to 
show me how the women—these women—talked. 
The answer given to them was that I undoubtedly 
was to blame, but you were a thousand times more 
to blame. You had been running around doing 
harm for years, and now it was going to be stopped, 
Be careful, for God’s sake, Gower.”’ 

“ Mr. Tison (to witness)—Mr. R. and R. referred to 
Mrs. Ray and Mrs. Rogers?” 

“ Witness (Lieut. H.)—I believe so. Their husbands 
are officers in the same Service as myself. They are 
friends of each other. and both were friends of Mr. 
Robinson.”’ 

It is not necessary to go further into the details of 
this sad story. What is here given is sufficient to 
serve as admonition and warning for those whose 
circumstances compel them to associate with the 
mixed society of foreign settlements, where the re- 
straints of social life,in more stable communities, are 
somewhat relaxed and absence of responsibility 
creates pew temptation to entrap the unwary. 
Surely, it would seem that such a warning was 
needed whén we recall that two serious tragedies in- 
volving the honor of naval families were reported 
almost simultaneously from opposite sides of the 
world. No one knows who most has need of the 
prayer “ lead us not into temptation,” and all man- 
ly men should unite with all pure women in their 
effort to discourage every approach to the laxity of 
social intercourse which makes light of the mar- 
riage vow.

FLAGSUIP OF THE SQUADRON OF EVOLUTION, 
MonTEVIDEO, UrvuGuaAy, March 30, 1892. 
The Honorable the Secretary of the Navy: 

Sir: I have the honor to make the foilowing de- 
tailed report of the visit of the Squadron undar my 
command to the port of La Plata, in the Argentive 
Republic. 

This port is a new one, having been opened only 
two years, and is distaut about two bours by rail 
from the city of Buenos Aires. The Chicago, At- 
lanta and Bennington sailed from Moatevideo 
Marcb 8 at7 P. M., aad arrived off the jetties of La 
Plata the nexc morning. The pilots of the port 
came out, took in the ships and moored them along- 
side the wall of the great central dock. The water 
wus unusually high, aod it is probable that the 
Chicago passed Point Indio without touching the 
mud; and there was thirty feet in the artificial 
channel leading to Fasenada, the local name of the 
port of La Plata. 

The squadron received every civility from the 
administration and authorities of the port. The 
ELesex joined the flag at Ensenada on the 13th. L 
Wweul With my persunal staff tu Buenos Aires, placed 
myself in communication with the Minister of the 
United States, and on March 14th was presented by 
him to His Excellency Senor Pellegrini, the Presid- 
eot of the Argentine Republiv. 

lalso paid my respects to the Ministers of Foreign 
Affairs and War (the latter portfolio including the 
Navy, which is a seciion of the War Ministry). 

On March 16 President Pellegrini, accompanied 
by the two Min sters mentioned above, Rear Admiral 
Cordero, Chief of Staff of the Argentine Navy, Rear 
Admiral Solier, commanding the active squadron, 
and several otter officers of the Army and Navy, 
and escorted by the United States Minister, visited 
the squadron, coming in a special train from Buenos 
Aires, and was received on board the Chicago with 
tne honors due the head of the State. He visited the 
Atlanta and Bennington, and I then entertained 
him and bis party at vreakfast in my cabin. Upon 
the President’s leaving the Chicago, in addition to 
manoing the yards and diepiayiug the Sapentios 
tiag at the maio, salutes of 21 guns were fired by the 
Chicago, Atlanta and Bennington, special permis- 
sion to fire in the port having beea obtained. 

The Argentine squauron had anchored off the jet- 
ties, and soon after the salute to the President was 
fired, the Almirante Brown saluted the United 
States flag with 21 guns, which salute was returned 
by the Ch , the Argentine flag being displayed. 

On March 17:h | called upon che Governor of the 
Province of Buenos Aires, Senor Costa, at his offi- 
cial residence at La Plata, which city became tne 
capital of the province upon the federalization of 
the city of Buenos Aires. 

The province is by far the richest and most im- 
portant one in the Republic, and its Governor vccu- 
pies a position next in importance to that of the 
President. 

On March 19th Senor Costa returned my call, and 
with his Minister of Public Works and several other 
officials, breakfastead with me. On the same day a 
party of prominent and represeutative people of 
Buenos Aires, gentlemen and ladies, both Argen- 
tine and foreign, came down in a special car upon 
the United States Minister’s invitation, and were en- 
tertained on board the Chicago. 

On Monday, March 21, witn my staff, command- 
ing officers, and severa! other officers, | made a pre 
arranged visit to the Argentine Squadron lying out- 
side the Ensenada jetties. 1 was received on board 
the Almtrante Brown by Rear Admiral Cordero, 


Chief of Staff of the Argentine Navy; Rear Ad- 
miral Solier, commanding afloat, and a large num- 
ber of: Argentine naval officers. We were shown 
over the Almirante Brown, and the men were exer- 
cised at the guns for our benefit. We were taxen on 
board the 25 of May and given excellent opp >rtuni- 
ties of examining her and of witnessing the exer- 
cises of her battery. The ora and recently re- 
ceived high-sea Thornycroft and Yarrow torpedo 
boats were with the squadron, but the water was so 
rough that they couli not be boarded. After the 
visit to the 25 of May we returned to the Almirante 
Brown, where a handsome collation had beea pre- 
pared for our entertainment. 

The toasts proposed and sentiments expressed 
were of the most cordial and friendly character. 

Tuesday, March 22, accompanied by ten officers. I 
dined with the Governor cf Buenos Aires, at La 
Plata. Wednesday, March 23, accompanied by 16 
officers, { dined at Buenos Aires with a number of 
prominent citizens, nativeand adopted, of that city. 

he United States Minister and the Secretary of 
Legation were also guests at this dinner. 

On Thursday, accom ied by my personal staff 
and otbers, upon the invitation of the Minister of 
Public Works, and under his escort, [ visited the 
observatory and museum at La Plata, both admira- 
ble institutions. 


On Friday I was invited with as many officers as 
could leave the squadron, by Admirals Cordero and 
Solier, to visit the “Tigre,” one hour by rail above 
Buenos Aires. This piace is the Argentine torpedo 
depot and rendezvous, and as close an approach to 
an arsenal as it sses. Oaly vessels of light 
draft can enter. e object of this invitation was 
not only to give the officers of the squadron an op- 
portunity of visiting the Argentine torpeio flotilla, 
but also to give the officers of the Argentine Navy 
an opportunity of receiving and entertaining them; 
and the invitation was extended in the warmest and 
most hospitable manner. I was unable personally 
to go, but I was represented by Capt. Miller, who 
was accompanied by a large number of officers. The 
party was received with distinction and lavishly en- 
tertained. On March 261 started from Ensenada 
with the four ships and arrived at Montevideo the 
next morning. 

Apart from the official occasions which [ have 
mentioned, many officers were privately enter- 
tained; and the attitude and sentiment of the Ar- 
gentine was everywhere warm and cordial. The 
Argentine Navy appeared, so far as I had opportu- 
nity of observing, to be in excellent condition. The 
ships visited by me were well kept, clean and sea- 
manlike, and their armaments were in readiness for 
efficient service. They have a large torpedo flotilla 
with two fast tor o catchers, the Esporu and 
Rosales, and a number of the latest and best first- 
class boats. This branch of their service is a sspa- 
rate command and is under the charge of Comdr. 
Garcia Mansilia, a clever young officer, who has 
been much abroad. The men of the ships that I 
visited showed good discipline and drill, and among 
the officers I met a number who had been abroad 
who spoke Eaglish with fluency, and who were well 
ve in the details of their profession. 

The Yantic joined the flag yesterday from Mal- 
donado, where she bad been engaged at target prac- 
tice. Verv respectfully,

“are of such hgbt draught that they can navigate 
the St. Lawrence and get into the lukes with ease. 
In 48 hours the Pacific fleet could have San Francisco 
ana the other Pacific Coast cities completely at their 
mercy, and in afew weeks both the Atlantic and 
Pacific Coasts would be lined with Engiand's vessels 
summoned from their present siativans.”’ 








ADOPTING THE SPENCER RIFLE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


TELLING the story of the adoption of the Spencer 
rifle, Mr. Bannerman, of the Spenver Arms Co., 
said: The tirst Spencer was patented in 1860, but 
much as good arms were needed, it was not adopted 
until 1863. One day in that year as Mr. Spencer was 
leaving one of the departments where he had been 
rebuffed, a messenger who knew him told him to 
wait till after office hours and he would take him to 
the President. At the White House Mr. Lincoln 
received him very cordially, and after a careful ex- 
amination of the rifle, said: “This seems -all 
right. Let’s goandtry it.” The President led the 
way to the rear of the White House. On the 
way the pocket of the white linen duster worn by 
Mr. Lincoln caught on a nail and-was torn out. 
Looking around at Mr. Spencer he remarked laugh - 
ingly: ** This is a pretty coat for the Chief Magis- 
trate of the nation towear! Who's got a pin.” 

A shingle was nailed to a tree aid the President 
tried tr~“~» and made three good line shots, and 
then knifiesi the gun to Mr. Spencer saying: “[ 
used t; ;ot with an old Kentucky pea-rifie when 
1 was “'Eby and [am not used to these. Let’s see 
youshoot.” Mr. Spencer, who was an expert, filled 
the shingle full of noles. The President was much 
ios pressed, and on his retura to his office sent for 
the Secretary of War, and when Mr. Speacer left he 
bad an order for all the guns he could make until 
the close of the War. This made Mr. Spencer fa- 
mous, as his rifle was considered an important fac-

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THE ARMY IN CONGRESS. 


A deadlock has occurred between the conferees 
on the lineal promotion bill. Two prolonged ses- 
sions were held during the present week, and when 
the discussion ended late Wednesday evening last 
the conferees were as far from reaching an agree- 
ment as they were when they first came together 
So firmly is each side wedded to its respective views 
that an amicable adjustment of the differences at 
the present time seems impossible, The House con- 
fereee expressed a willingness to confine the read- 
justment of lineal rank proposed by the House bi!j 
to all grades below and including major, but far- 
ther than this they will not yield. The Senate con- 
ferees, on the other hand, plainly showed by their 
remarks that they would not consent to any dis- 
turbance of the present relative rank. 

Lieut. Co!. Lawton, I. G., Maj. Davis, J. A., and 
Maj. Schwan, A. A. G., were called before the com- 
mittee on Wednesday. These officers were unani 
mous in their opinion that it would be detrimental 
to the service and a source of great embarrassment 
to the War Department to carry out the provisions 
of the House bill. Lieut. Col. Lawton and Maj. 
Schwan, who have travelled a good deal recently, 
stated that they had not met a single officer who 
approved a readjustment of the present lineal rank 
as proposed by the House bill, except those who 
would be personally benefited. Lt. Col. Lawton 
and Maj. Davis were not especially enthusiastic on 
the lineal system in any form, but if a change was 
to be made they hoped that the Senate bill would 
be adopted. All three agreed that it would be im- 
practicable to carry out the provisions of the House 
bill, and that its passage would cause no end of 
confusion and discord in the service. 

Another meeting of the conferees will be held 
next week when several compromise propositions 
will be submitted. One of them is in the nature 
of an amendment to the Senate bill whereby a 
retroactive effect will be given to the provisions. 
In other words, it contemplates placing first lieu- 
tenants of the line in the same position they would 
have held had the lineal system been applied to 
them on Oct. 1, 1890, when the act was passed ap- 
plying that system to second lieutenants. The first 
heutenants promoted regimentally since that date 
are, of course, not to be disturbed at present, but 
in making promotions from the grade of captain to 
major hereafter their juniors lineally are to be 
promoted over their heads. 








The conferees on the Army Appropriation bill 
have locked horns over the land grant railroad 
clause. The clause concerning additional pay to 
the regimental staff and aides to general officers, as 
finally adopted, allows these officers the mounted 
pay of their grade. Thisis of advantage to un- 
mounted officers, but is of no benefit to the cavalry 
officer. The House receded from the Senate 
amendment fixing the number of paymasters at 
twenty-five. The item concerning the use of Army 
transportation fund, buildings, ete., for post ex- 
changes was modified so as to leave the control of 
these matters largely in the hands of the Quarter- 
master- General. 








GENERAL ORDERS 382, issued from Army Head- 
quarters this week, makes several important modi- 
fications in the regalations concerning the discharge 
of enlisted men, changes designed to prevent sol- 
diers from abusing the liberal provisions of the Act 
of 1890. Hereafter discharge by purchase can only 
be obtained after the soldier has served one year 
and before he has served two years and six months 
—thus making it impossible for any soldier to pur- 
chase. his discharge for less than thirty dollars. 
Under the previous order on the subject a soldier 
who had been refused his discharge at the expira- 
tion of three years because he had not served faith- 
fully could by the payment of five dollars compe} 
the authorities to give him his discharge. A vet- 
eran under the new order is now required to serve 
twelve years instead of ten. 








THE Naval Appropriation bill has been under 
consideration by the Senate for the past two days, 
and at the time of going to press all features had 
been disposed of except the provision for the in- 
crease of the Navy. Amendments were adopted in- 





creasing the appropriation for the War College to 
$10,000, authorizing the use of $150,000 of the un- 
expended balance of the nickel ore appropriation 
for experiments with torpedoes, repealing the act 
of March 8, 1883, requiring details of Navy officers 
to shore duty to be made for a specified period, ap- 
propriating $26,000 for the construction of a plant 
at League Island, Pa.; authorizing the temporary 
enlistment of a sufficient number of men for naval 
review, amending the law so as to give naval cadets 
the pay of officers from the time of graduation 
to date of receiving their commissions, and author- 
izing the appointment of a commission consisting of 
three naval offieers, three astronomers and three 
civilians, to report on the most appropriate organi 

zation for the Naval Observatory. 








Every veteran of the war, every putriotio citizen 
—all, in short, who believe that in honoring tbe 
noble dead we honor ourselves—will rejoice with 
General Horace Porter in the success that bas thus 
far attended his efforts to complete the subscription 
to the Grant Monument Fund. It may as well be 
confessed now that the effort to raise the half mil- 
lion of dollars for the erection of the monument in 
Riverside Park, New York, was paralyzed by the 
want of faith in the management of the enterprise. 
General Porter bas not only brought to it enthusiasm 
and zeal, but a capacity for organization which bas 
already proven itself by results. He has accom. 
plished what P. T. Barnum declared to be the most 
difficult of all things, the revival of a dead sensa- 
tion. [In less than a month over two hundred thou- 
sand dollars was added to the monument fund, 
and the new organization Gen. Porter and his oo- 
workers have completed is still actively at work in 
theattempt to raise the additional ene hundred and 
fifty thousand required, which now promises imme- 
diate success. The “ better‘element”’ of New York 
City bave been running hither and thither to find 
some way of lifting the control of the municipal 
government out of the slough of partisan politics 
and securing for their imperial city an administra- 
tion which should make it in all respects what it 
ought to be. Why do they not unite their forces 
and elect Horace Porter Mayor? In his manage- 
ment of the monument enterprise be has done much 
to redeem the credit of New York City and has 
shown with what zeal and ability he can devote 
himself to a public enterprise that commands his 
sympatbies. We do not often make nominations,

ADJUTANT-GENERAL J. C. Kextron, U.S. A., ina 
recent letter to Major-General Schofield on the sub- 
ject of amendments to the Act of June 16, 1890, * to 
prevent desertions from the Army,” says: “ Com- 
plaints have been coming to the Department that 
the drain upon regiments and companies on account 
of men purchasing their discharges, or claiming the 
same after three years’ and three months’ service, is 
becoming so great as to be discouraging and to 
more than offset the persistent efforts made through 
the special regimental as well as the general recruit- 
ing service to keep organizations recruited to their 
proper strength. [t is believed that the act of June 
16, 1890, is upon the whole beneficial in its results, 
and that this difficulty results largely from the ill- 
considered action of many soldiersin taking their 
discharges simply because {they will receive upon 
discharge a considerable sum of money, as herein 
pointed out. This seems apparent from the number 
of men thus discharged, who seek to re-enter the 
Army.”

LAUNCH OF THE CASTINE. 


Tur Castine, heretofore officially known as Gun- 
boat No. 6, one of the two vessels, each of a thous- 
and tonsa displacement, building at the Bath Iron 
Works, Bath, Me., under authority of the act of 
Congress of March 2, 1889, was launvhed on Wednes- 
day, May 11, at noon. 

The ship was christened by Miss Martha Hichborn, 
the daughter of Naval Constructor Philip Hichborn, 
U.S. N., an old New Englander, and one of a num- 
erous family which has contributed generously to 
Wew England progress and prominence. Miss Hich- 
born is a tall, bandsome, demi-blonde, of a pictur- 
esque type, with an unusual charm of manner. 

The Castine is a small, fast, twin-screw, steel gun- 
boat, carrying on a small displacement a very pow- 
erful battery of heavy rapid-tire and machine guns, 
a large supply of coal,and a complement of 150 
men. The principal dimensions are: Length on load 
line, 190 ft.; breadth, extreme, 32 ft.; mean draught, 
12 ft.; displacement, 1,000 tous; indicated horse- 
nower, 1,600 tons; speed, 14 knorfs: tons per inch, 
98. The main battery consists of eight 4-inch 33- 
pounder rapid-fire rifles, one on the poop and one 
on the forcastle ; two under the forecastle, one on 
each side mounted in sponsons, permitting 3 deg. 
forward cross fire and 70 deg. abaft the beam; two 
amidships, one on each side in sponsons, giving 70 
deg. forward and abaft the beam; two under the 
poop, one on each side in sponsons, giving 3 deg. 
after cross fire and 70 deg. forward che beam. The 
secondary battery consists of two 47mm. revolving 
cannon, two 37mm. revolving canuon, and one l- 
pounder rapid fire, and one Gatling. The comple- 
ment of officers and men is 150. 

The engines will be of the vertical inverted cylin- 
der, triple-expansion, direct-avting type, each with 
a high pressure cylinder 15 inches an intermediate 
eylinder 25 inches, and alow pressure cylinder 34 
inecbes in diameter, with astroke of 24 inches. There 
are four boilers 10 ft. in diameter by 171¢ feet long. 
The horse power is 1,600. This will drive the vessel 
at 14 knots, and on her bunker capacity of 250 tons 
she can steam at this speed 2,452 knote, and at 10 
knots 4,668 knots. She isriggea as a two-masteda 
schooner, with a foreyard and square foresail, 
spreading 6,506 square feet of canvas. She will have 
a steam steerer aod steam windlass.

The Board on Magazine Arms, Col. R. H. Hall, 
Col. J. P. Farley, Major H. B. Freeman, Capt. 8. E. 
Blunt and Capt. George 8S. Anderson, met on Tues- 
day inthe Army Building, New York City. Owing 
to the non-appearance of several inventors, who 
were expected to explain the workings of their 
guns, very little was done at the meeting. The 
next meeting will take place on Tuesday next, when 
it is expected that M. H. Durst, the inventor ofa 
magazine gun that is attracting much attention in 
Europe, will exhibit the device to the board. 





The Midvale Steel Works and the Bethlehem Iron 
Works were the only bidders for the forgings for 
six sets of 6-inch guns and one set of 8-inch recently 
advertised for by the Naval Bureau of Ordnance. 
The former were the lowest bidders for the 6-inoh 
forgings at 314g cents per pound, to be delivered 
within 173 days, and will probably receive the con- 
tract, as their work heretofore has been so entirely 
satistactory to the Department. The Bethlehem 
Iron Works submitted the lowest bid for the 8-inch 
forgings, their offer being 33 cents per pound against 
451¢ by the Midvale. 





Professor Hebler, in the Allgemeine Schweizer- 
ische Militar-Zeitung, claims that the improved 
bolt action designed by Karl Krnka makes it pos- 
sible to manufacture weapons of 5 mm. calibre ( 20 
in.) As the result of his experiments with barrels ot 
this size, comparing the ballistic worth of rifles of 
7.5 and 5 mm. calibres, he gives the comparative 
values as being 500-600 for the former, as against. 
1,300-1,400 for the latter, whilst the smaller calibre 
would aliow of 280 rounds of ammunition being car- 
ried by the soldier, in place of the maximum of 140 
rounds as at present. The Steyr factory is striving 
to obtain an automatic repeating rifle like the 
Maxim gun. Hitherto, however, the mechanism 
which has been tried for the purpose is of two com- 
plicated a nature to stand rough handling. A third 
improvement is to obtain a lighter cartridge case 
than the one now in use, but so far all experiments 
with other substances than metal have proven un- 
eer and aluminium is considered too expen- 
sive. 





The fifth of a series of articles on “‘ Modern United 
States Artillery,” appears in Engineering for April 
22. Speaking of the 3.2 in. rifle the writer says: “At 
first glance an artillerist would undoubtedly deem 
it strange that a modern field gun should have been 
designed to give such a low velocity as 1554 ft. per 
second. A gun should be designed to meet the re- 
quirements of the country where it is to be used. 
it is almost beyond the bounds of possibility that 
the gun would be used anywhere but in the western 
hemisphere. America is largely a rolling wooded 
country, and the range would generally be much 
shorter than in Europe. The gun would be called 
upon, as a rule, to dislodge an enemy from behind 
intrenchments, or protection of some kind, anda 
plunging or curved fire would in this case be pre- 
ferable to a direct one. It will be noticed that the 
length of travel of the base of the projectile in the 
bore is less than 20 calibres, and consequently, if 
compared with a Canet gun, 45 calibres or more in 
length, it might almost be considered a howitzer. 
It has a heavy projectile, and the shrapnel it fires 
contains alarge number of balls. It is undoubted- 
ly an excellent gun for the service for which it was 
designed.” 








eT OLONEL VAN HORN’S EXPEDITION. 


WE note the following account of some of the 
duties devolving upon the U.S. Troops in the matter 
of the recent removal of certain ‘Wyoming Regu- 
lators” or “Rustlers’’ to Cheyenne : 

Col. Van Horn, 8th Infantry, with Major Fechét, 
6th Cavalry, and Wallace’s, Stanton’s and Scotc’s 
‘Troops of the 6th Horse, moved from McKinney for 
the T. A. Ranch. 

lt was a dramatic scene that greeted the eye from 
the top of the last hill that overlooked the ranch. 
In every direction were posted groups of mounted 
men who were pumping their Winchesters with a 
reckless prodigality of ammunition. The trumpets 
rang out a call, the guidon bearers were called to 
the front, and parallel with them rode Col. Van 
Horn, Major Fechét, Capt. Parmelee and Sheriff 
Angus, all of whom rode steadily toward the rifle 
pit, one of their number waving a white handker- 
chief in the breeze. The truce was answered. In 
a few minutes Col. Van Horn and his staff ranged 
alongside the rampart, inside of which were 
gathered a dozen of the most grimy, yet most de- 
termined-looking specimens of humanity, ever 
seen. Every man grasped a Winchester, and at his 
waist was strung a heavy belt of cartridges, whiie 
big Navy revolvers protruded at the right side. 

“I am Col. Van Horn in command at Fort McKin- 
ney,” said the Colonel after greeting Maj. Wolcott, 
“and | have an order from the President instruct- 
ing me to co-operate with the Governor iv quelling 
this disturdance and to prevent loss of life und Ge- 
struction of property. Are your people willing to 
surrender quietly ?” 

“To the wilitary, yes,” returned Maj. Wolcott, 
*but not to that man” (pointing to Sheriff Angus). 

Col, Yan Horn assured the Major that if he sur- 


rendered it would be to the military, who had in- 
structions to convey the regulators to McKinney 
under strong escort. This answer satiefied the 
leader of the regulators. 

As the trumpets sounded forward several hundred 
mounted rustlers, armed to the teeth, who had been 
drawn up in line on the hillside watching the sur- 
render, made a motion to dash onward, as if with 
the intention of charging the column. 

The return march was devoid of incident save for 
the stormy weather that was encountered. The 
march is almost as famous as that of Maj. Ewer 
when he took a band of Cheyennes from Piue Ridge 
to Fort Keogh through a succession of blizzards last 
winter. Besides the scarcity of forage for the cav- 
alry horses, the water along Maj. Fechet’s road was 
strongly impregnated with alkali. Storm followed 
storm until the command was foreed to lie in camp 
for adayortwo. Fortunately the weather was not 
cold, but the heavy snow came in such an avalanche 
that drifts obstructed the road. This forced the 
command to make long detours in order to strike 
the trail again. 

Arrived at McKinney the prisoners were quar- 
tered in the big brick bath house, where they re- 
mained for three days, when the wire brought or- 
ders for their transmission to Douglas, thence to 
Cheyenne, where they are at present lodged.

At the end of three years and three months ser- 
vice on your present enlistment you wil! be entitled to dis- 
charge gratis, always provided your service has been con- 
tinuously faithful during your present term. 


©.—The phrase ‘ The schoolmaster is abroad” 
has its origin, we believe, in a speech made by Lord Broug- 
bam in 1828. He said: * Let the soldier be abroad if he will, 
he can do nothing in thisage. There is another personage, 
a personage less imposing in the eyes of sume, perhaps in- 
significant. The schoolmaster is abroad, and I trust to him, 
armed with his primer, against the soldier in full military 
array. 

F. D. B.—The duties of an ordnance sergeant, 
U.3S. A., ata military post are responsible, especially if the 
warrison be artillery. To him is entrusted largely the care 
and preservation of ordnance and ordvance stores, and it is 
very neceseary that he should be a skilful artillery soldier. 
G. O. 12, A. G. O., 1892, specifically directs that the Examin- 
ing Boards will especially inquire into the applicants’ know- 
ledge of ordnance, arms, ammunition, and other stores per- 
taining to the Ordnance Department. 

L. B.—Our answer of last week should have fur- 
ther referred you to G.0.96, A.G.O., of 1891, which says: **Sol- 
diers who have been discharged with good character under 
the provisions of G. O. 80 and 81, of 1890, may be again en- 
listed without special authority after a period of six months 
trom date of discbarge, upon passing the required examin- 
ation and furnishing sntisfactory evidence in regard to 
character and habits since discharge, provided such enlist- 
ment is not barred by the provisions of par. 2 of this order.” 
Par. 2 says: “Soldiers discharged as privates upon expira- 
tion of term of service and failing to re-enlist within one 
month, will not be aguin enlisted after they have passed the 
age of 35 years, unless for some reason in the interest 
of the public service, and then only for their former com- 
mands upon speciai authority from the A. G. O.” 

R.—The retired list for enlisted men was origin- 
ally authorized by an act of Congress approved Feb. 14, 1885. 
An act approved September 30, 1890, amended it to read as 
tollows: “* That when an enlisted man has served as such 
thirty yearsin the United States Army or Marine Corps, 
either as private or non-commissioned officer, or both, he 
shall by application to the President be placed on the retired 
list hereby created, with the rank held by him at the date 
oft retirement, and he shall receive thereafter seventy-five 
per centum of the pay and allowances of the rank upon 
which be was retired: Provided, That if said enlisted man 
bad war service with the Army in the field, or in the Navy 
or Marine Corps in active service, eicher as volunteer or 
regular, during the war of the rebellion,such war service 
shall be computed as double time in computing the thirty 
years necessary to entitle him to be retired.” This is the 
only amendment so far of the original act.

THE regiment assembled at its armory on Saturda 
morning, May 7,in full fatigue, knapsacks, overcoats rolled, 
baversacks, canteens and black leather leggins. Some 830 
officers and men, with band and drum corps, marched to 
the 8th avenue elevated station at 66th street. and over the 
Northern Railroad, reaching Van Cortlandt Park at about 
9.30 o’clock. Arms were stacked, knapsacks unslung, and 
companies reformed for drill. 

The guard erected a guard tent in front of the mansion 
and sentries were posted around the house and the equip- 
mentsof the men, Lieut,-Ool. Smith was in commaua of 
the first battalion and Major Kipp the second, All the field, 
staff and adjutants were mouoted, Several changes of di- 
rection were made, and a very extended skirmish drill with 
opposing fo 40 rounds of blank ammunition having 
been distributed to each man before leaving the armory. 

The morning drill lasted until 12 o’clock M., when the bat- 
talions were dismissed for dinner. Tae | o'clock train 
brought up about 175 men and a large number of visitors. 
Dinner over, the boys repacked their knapsacks and pre- 
pared for formation forinspection. Assembly was sounded 
at 1.30.

He 
smiled, raised bis hat and passed on, with the hearty cheers 
of his tormer comrades ringing in his ears. [nspector-Gen- 
eral McGrath and Col. Harding broke the record as inspect- 
ing officers, the inspecting ceremonies lasting 25 minutes, 
the muster just 30 minutes. Rifles, knapsacks, canteens and 
baversacks were not inspected, this duty baviog been per- 
formed intbearmory. The battalions were dismissed at 
445 Pp. M., embarked in the cars waiting for them, disem- 
varked at 66th street and 8th avenue, marched to armory 
and dismissed a little after six o'clock.

May 9, the 7lst Regiment. in command of Col. Francis V. 
Greene, assembied at their quarters, corner Lexington ave. 
and 105"h street,in full-dress uniform, koapsaeks, over- 
coats rolled, baversacks and canteens, for inspection at 
Van Cortlandt Park. The assembly was at 12 M., and short- 
lv after the regiment marched up Lexiogtoo avenue to 
125th street and 8b aventie, where they took the elevated 
road to 185th street, thetice by Northern Railroad to Van 
Cortlandt Park, arriving a few minutes after two o'clock.

Although there is considerable of a falling off in the 
membership of some of tne companies, the material at pre- 
sent in the regiment is superior to what it was a year ago.

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FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Montana is larger than Turkey; Texas 16 larger 
than the whole Austrian Empire by 30 000 eq. miles, 
and New Mexico is larger than Great Britain and 
Ireland put together. 

It is proposed to form in London a permanent 
naval and military historical museum in some cen- 
tral position as a fitting sequel to the successful 
Royal Military and Roya! Naval Exhibitions. 

Lorp HaRTINGTON’s commission recommended 
that the ition of Commander-in Chief be abol- 
ished, and the club rumor in London is that the 
Duke of Cambridge will early next year resign 
in consequence. 

Durine the past ry | years Germany bas ex- 
pended $2,750,000,000 on its army and navy, the 
growth of its miitary establishment being sbown 
by the following figures: 1871—standing army, 401,- 
659 men; cost, $62.500,000. 1880—men, 427,274; cost, 
$82 500,000. 1887—men, 468,419; cost, $90,000,000. This 
includes only ordinary expenses. The sianding 
army in 1890 numbered 486,933 men. 

Tue lately issued official return ef crime in the 
Briush Army for 1890 records the fact that “ the 
army generally shows a marked diminution of 
crime since the new and more lenient system of 
punishments came into existence some five years 
since.” Since 1884 the proportion of court*-martial 
bas fallen from 7.3 to 5.3 per cent. in 1890, mipor 
punishments from 146 to 105, and desertions from 2.5 
to 21 per cent. 

In describing the 110 miles of government railway 
now being constructed in the island of Sumatra, a 
French exchange says that the country is so hilly 
that important embankments have been made by 
utilizing the adjacent streams for hydraulic trans- 
portation. Small canals, up toa few miles long, are 
made, and into them the laborers shovel eartb, 
which the water carries to great distances down the 


steep slopes. Wherever an embankment is desired, 
they construct a bamboo dam. which permits the 
water to flow through, but precipitates the earth, 
gravel, sand, and other solids in a bank firm enough 
to sustain men and horses. The waste of material is 
said to be from 25 to 30 per cent. 

THERE are 3.300 000 souls within the wall of cir- 
cum valiation formed by the outer line of works de- 
fending Paris. The French Commissariat. in a re- 
cent report to the French Minister of War, esti- 
mutes that,in order to provide for asiege of six 
months’ duration, the following stocks would have 
to be laid in: Breadstuff+, 246,000 tons; meat. 118,100 
tons; salt, 14763 tons; dry vegetables, 34,447 tons; 
potatoes, 295,260 toss; wine, 66,029,000 gallons; milk, 
6.602.900 galions; wood, 690,000 cubic metres; coals, 
1,000,000 tons; hay, 688,940 tons; straw, 68 894 tons, 
and nate, 50,052 tons. Toese supplies, costing about 
$100,000 000, would in case of another siege be served 
out tothe retail tradesmen, who would each be held 
responsible for supplying a group ot houses. Rosters 
would be prepared, and each family would receive 
8 card on which would appear the exact hour when 
the food to which the family was entiiled to apply 
for would be ready for issue. 

Tue 10,000 men forming the attacking and defend- 
ing forves who were quartered at Chatham and 
Rochester for the Easter Voluoteer Manoeuvres 
were condemned to almost complete idleness on 
the Saturday by the snowstorm, which made opera- 
tions in the open air absolutely impossible. Some 
of the commanders exercised their men in company 
and musical drilis in barracks, whilet others ar- 
ranged for the delivery of lectures on tactics and 
fire discipline, in the hope that the weather might 
eventually improve. It was, however, found 1m- 
practicabie to carry out anything in the nature of 
mang@uvres, and soon after midday Lieut.-Gen. 
Goodenough, commanding the Chatham Dustrict, 








ordered the abandonment of the parade. The wea- 
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took place, the state of the country being terrible, 
and causing a severe strain on the capabilities of 
those taking part in the fight. In accordance with 
the general idea. the operations resulted in the in- 
vaders having, after an interesting struggle, made 
a considerable advance in the direction of Chatham 
though towards the close of the day they received 
a check at Wouldham, where the final march-past 
took place in the presence of the Duke of Cam- 
bridge.— United Service G
